Hardly before 
these facilities were complet- 
ed, however, acreage and mar- 
keting controls were reimpos- 
ed and farmers were forced to 
cutback their acreage. Two 
acreage cuts totaling over 20 
percent have already been tak- 
en and unless Congress grants 
more quota this year another 
20 percent cut is expected. 
Such drtic restrictions may 
spell economic ruin to some 
growers and processors who 
are already operating at a low 
volume, the League President 
stated. In addition, he said, this 
is a serious blow to the econ- 
omy of the state of Florida, 
and particularly south Florida.

$120,000,000. Sugar cane is 
now Florida's second leading 
agricultural crop, ^ exceeded 
only by citrus. Futher restric- 
tions in acreage would force 
many people out of jobs in the 
sugar industry as well as satel- 
fite industries. 

Under terms of the Sugar 
Act, quotas are established for 
all domestic sugar producing 
areas which include, in addi- 
tion to Florida and Louisian: 
jome- 20 beet sugar states, Ha- 
waii and Puerto Rico, These 
areas normally receive about 
65 percent of the U. S. market 
with the remaining 35 percent 
going to foreign countries. Due 
to Puerto Rico's inability to 
produce enough sugar to fill 
its quota, and with all of the 
deficits presently going to for- 
eign countries, last year domes- 
tic producers supplied pnly 57 
percent of the U. S. market. If 
a portion of this quota were 
allocated to the Mainland Cane 
Arca (Florida and Louisiana) 
instead of to foreign countries 
ihe severe acreage cut, said 
Vaughn, could be avoided. It is 
& great injustice, he said, to 
force American farmers to 
continually cut their acreages

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THOUGHT OF THE WEEK 


ASSASSINATION HAS NEVER CHANGED THE HISTORY OF THE WORLD. 
Benjamin Disraeli 


The massive 72 to 4 vote by 
which the U.S, Senate passed 
a sweeping crime control bill 
reflects that body's awareness 
of the people's desire that law 
lessness be curbed, No matter 
what happens in the Senate- 
House conference committee, 
or when the bill reaches Presi- 
dent Johnson's desk, it is clear 
that the country has turned a 
corner, Members of Congress 
realize, at long last, that truly 
decisive action must be taken 
to curb crime. 

Senator Sam J. Ervin (D- 
N.C.), in arguing for' passage 
of the bill, spelled out the 
crime situation confronting the 
country. Referring to an FBI 
chart, he said: “It shows that 
while the population of the 
United States has increased 48 
per cent, serious crimes — 
murder, forcible rape, robbery, 
aggravated assault, burglary, 
larceny of property of the v 
че of $50 or over, and auto 
theft—have increased.368 per 
cent.” Large parts of many 
American. cities are unsafe. 
Hopdlumism is rampart. Ob- 
viously, strong measures are 
needed to remedy these’ condi- 
tions. 

One of the most important 
features of the crime control 
bill passed by the Senate is 
provision for overturning Su- 
preme Court decisions on the 
admissibility of confessions 
These decisions limit the use 
of confessions by police and 
also limit the use of line-up 
identification. Under the Sen- 
ate-passed bill, a trial judge 
would determine whether a 
confession was given voluntar- 
ily and whether eyewitness 
identification was admissable. 

Law enforcement agencies 
have been enormously handi- 
capped by the Supreme Court 
decisions on these matters. 
Senator Ervin also spelled this 
out very clearly in the Senate 
debate, Quoting a federal judge 
in the District of Columbia, the

Senator. declared: 

"He said that the courts have 
stopped trying to determine 
whether the accused in crim- 
inal cases are innocent or guil- 
ty of the crimes charged. He 
said the courts’ have to spend 
all their time trying to deter- 
mine whether the police officers 
of the District violated one or 
the other of these recently elec- 
ted rules," 

The rules newly invented by 
the U.S. Supreme Court are 
a boon to criminals of all types. 
Among other things, they de- 
prive the state of the most 
convincing evidence that can 
be obtained, namely, a volun- 
tary confession of the accused 
that he committed the crime 
of which he is accused. Only 
in this era of judicial nonsense, 
would the nation’s highest 
court place an absurd ban on 
voluntary confessions. The ban 
is contrary to everything the 
nation’s courts have accepted 
since the founding of the Unit- 
ed States. 

It is important, of course, 
1o protect the rights of the ac- 
cused. But there has to be a 
balance struck between the 
rights of the individual and the 
rights of society to be free from 
terrorization by criminal ele- 
ments. 

In’ recent years, there has 
been а vast amount of judge- 
made law that has upset this 
balance and stripped society 
of protection that is essential 
The Supreme Court has placed 
so many legal impediments in 
the way of law enforcement a- 
gencies that criminals know 
they enjoy a virtual mandate 
to commit crime. Nor has the 
trend toward impeding the po- 
lice shifted in any way. On 
the contrary, the — Supreme 
Court and radical legal activists 
increasingly insist on new re- 
strictions on society's agencies 
created to preserve law and or- 
der. |n the recent riots, for 
example, activists have cam-

As our communities con- 
tinue to expand and the need 
for water increases, Florida 
gardeners will find it worth- 
while to acquaint themselves 
with plants that will thrive on

The Nehrling book does not 
confine itself to drought alone 
but tells you how to plant and 
control pests as well as many 
other helpful suggestions that 
should insure your success in 
the development of a lovely 
garden that will do well and 
flourish without ae-abundance 
of water.

If a particularly dif- 
ficult situation exists such 
as sandy soil or a terfain where 
water drains off rapidly dry 
garden plants are ideal

Mrs. Freedlund Visits More 
Famous Spanish Landmarks - 


While in Toledo we visited 
the church of Our Lady of El 
Sagrario, where the twelve dis- 
ciples were in relief over the 
entrance. This church was 
started in 1227, and it took 
five hundred years to build it. 
There are carvings of alabas- 
ter and wood, and a large 
crucifix carved out of coral— 
the only one I have ever seen. 
There was a small room filled 
with priceless religious fi 
one of which was made of 221 
pounds of silver. There was a 
cross of solid diamonds. In the 
choir room there were seventy 
seats, all carved with a different 
pattern. Iit took one man seven 
years to carve these. There 
were a number of paintings 
here by El Greco, the famous 
"Red Robe of Christ", and 
“The Burial” which represents 
a miracle, There are individual 
paintings of the twelve apostles, 
and of Christ. St. Peter in 
Tears is very lifelike, and 
shows the sorrow of Peter af- 
ter he had denied Christ three 
times. His eyes seem to pene- 
trate, On his arm are the myth- 
ical keys to Heaven. Our guide 
was an artist and he showed 
us a few pictures with a vivid 
green that had been painted 
over four hundred years ago. 
He said he could not get green 
to stay without fading. The 
head of the Catholic Church 
is located in Toledo, and many 
Cardinals are buried in the 
floor of this church. Above 
each tomb is hung the Cardin- 
al's hat by a black string from 
the ceiling. The guide told us, 
"Maybe that is to help him get 
to Heaven." 

We visited the Damazin Fac- 
tory, where men were pound- 
ing 24 carat gold into pieces of 
tempered steel. There were 

ous pieces for sale, and 
all of them quite expensive. A. 
mall ash tray about three in- 
ché in diameter cost $6.00: 
There were also, lovely pieces 
of jewelry, knives, vases. They 
had swords that would bend 
but not break, due to the tem- 
pering, of which they were 
very proud. 

We drove up to the hill 
overlooking the city where is 
situated tbe famous Alcazar. 
Ever since the bloody Civil 
War of 1936, this has been à 
memorial to the brave men 
who fought here. There were 
two thousand of Franco's men 
who withstood seventy-two 
days of continual bombard- 
ment.by-dynamite, machine: 
guns, and by air. One hundred: 
and four men were killed be- 
fore hip came. There, ма$ |) 
plaque where the conversation 
between the Generalyin com- 
mand and the Republicans, 
who were Communists, was 
written. They threatened to kill 
the General's two sons if he 


did not surrender, and he 
would never surrender, they 
would have to kill his sons. 
This was read aloud, and there 
was not a dry eye in the room. 

On our day off, eighteen of 
us took the guide's offer to visit 
El Escorial, and the Valley of 
the Fallen, El Escorial or the 
Valley of the Dead was origin- 
ally a Monstery built in the 
fifteenth century in memory of 
San Lorenzo who was a martyr 
roasted to death on a grill in 
Rome where he had been 
taken for the amusement of 
the rulers. The metal at the 
windows all resembled grills. 

This Monstery is the burial 
place of the Royal Family, and 
all except three of the kings of 
Spain are buried here. We 
walked down thirty-four mar- 
ble steps with three landings. 
This walk is called the “Rotten 
Place”, because he bodies are 
are kept in vaults along the 
side for twenty years until they 
are'just bones, then they are 
buried in permanent crypts. At 
the bottom is a huge room with 
beautiful crypts in recesses in 
the wall — the kings are on 
One side, and the queens on 
the other side. This is directly 
under the altar of the church 
and the guide told us this was 
the best way to get to Heaven. 
The high domed ceiling is in 
gold and black and the floor is 
of two colored marble in a 
cartwheel pattern to match the 
ceiling. There are twelve emp- 
ty tombs and one in the hall- 
way waiting to be transferred. 
Above we went along a sort of 
hall with fifteen cloisters. Here 
were the relatives of the kings 
and queens, most of them had 
the lifelike figure of the per- 
son in white marble on top. 
Here is the famous Don Juan, 
the Frenchman who died of 
fever in 1578 a the age of 
thirty-one. He was governor 
of Holland. The guide pointed 
Out the sixteen rings he had 
on his fingers—a ring for each 
love affair. At the end of this 
long corridor we came to a 
circular room with what the 
guide referred to as the wed. 
ding cake where the thirty-four 
children of King Phillip the 
fourth were buried. This was 
made of white marble in the 
shape of a wedding cake. The 
royal summer palace adjoins 
this Monastery, and has rooms 
of large tapestries, some meas- 
uring about forty by twenty 
feet. There was one, Neptune 
Purifying the Sea that took 
опе man 16 years to make. 
When King Phillip became ill, 
he bad his daughter come and 
take care of him even though 
there was a rule that no wom- 
an could enter a Monastery. 
He had a bedroom fixed so he 
could lie in bed and by open-

Since that time the U. S. 
Corps of Engineers and the 
State of Florida have con- 
structed massive dikes around 
the lake, built pumping sta- 
tions and canals which have 
tamed the 730-square mile 
lake. People now live in the 
shadows of the huge levees 
without fear of danger, but in 
order to keep it safe, certain 
emergency actions must be tak- 
en by the Army Engineers dur. 
ing tropical storms. 

“We want to make certain 
that every man knows exactly
